department. He said that two styles 
had been submitted, one for f 75 sud 
the other for $100. In response to quer- 
ies he said that fire nets could ouly be 
operated by a large force of trained 
men aud unless tbe firemen were ac- 
customed to tbelr use there.was much 
danger to the men themselves.' He 
thought tbe department ladders ampl* 
for thesavlngof lives and the matter 
of purchasing nets was dropped.

Emp-rorof K-rea Forced «o Ad- 


mit .Validity of His Act 


ITO CONTROLS CABINET 


Next Step Will Be to Exile Deposed 


Ruler From Seoul—Hayashi Sug- 


gests Council of State For Shap- 


ing Aftairs of Hermit Kingdom 


Seoul, July 2-1.—The- cabinet's report 


to MarijuU- Ito of the former vuiperor's 
new-pledge of abdication, in fornrposi- 
tlve.and dual, WHS published yesterday, 
and reversed the widespread 
impres- 


sion that the lirat instance was not one 
of abdication but of "imperial contor- 
tion." Ito's subservient cabinet, in «u 
all-night eugiigvuii'Ul with the former 
emperor, wrung from him the verbal 
admission of the validity of bis casual 
abdication ami secured his signature to 
a classllic.tlloii. proclamation, also an 
acknowledgment of the mikado's con- 
gratulations to him as emperor de facto, 
which acknowledgment had been re- 
sisted by the deposed ruler. 


The working members of the cabinet 


who enjoy Ilo's protection nnd pnlro'ii- 
age arc passing lii and out of the palace 
with a guard 
exclusively Japanese. 


The work of the cabinet will not be 
finished until the ex-emperor Is exiled 
from Seoul, This, the next step, If ac- 
complished without the poisoning of 
the deposed ruler or the consummation 
of some similar tragedy, will be a laud- 
mark In. Korean history! 


Viscount Hayashl, Hie foreign min- 


ister of Japan, whose presence in Korea 
supports Ito, In nn Interview in the ad- 
ministration paper, Is understood 
to 


suggest a council of state, with power 
to act for the-elimination of Interfer- 
ence by the throne. 


The censorship proclaimed over Jap- 


anese press correspondents Is described

I thluk the reader will here meet a 


surprise when tbe question an lo what 
towns furnish the executive power of 
tbe Cojouy la once called to his atten- 
tion. We have not entered iuto a gen- 
eral detail, yet if the reader la iuteretited 
enough to pursue tbe subject futlier, 
the State Manual will give him alj.the 
Information he desire* aud I earnestly 
jnvlle him to study .the lists of the 
Executive Ottlcers and note what a 
great preparation came from Newport 
iu Colonial Days. 


Let us open the inquiry by glaueing 


at these officers aud wo will Mart with 
the patent. 
. 


The President from..May, 1747 to 


Nov. 25, 1763, came from 
Newport 


with tua eiceptwu of oue year, held by- 
John Smith, of Norwich, aud about 
two yeare eeveu mouths held by Hoger 
Williams. 
Uuder the (Jhaiter 
the 


Government waa from Newport .until 
1727,.without a break. 


The 
Llenteuaut Qovernoror 
De; 


puty Ooveruor, aa It waa then kuo\vu," 
came from Newport under the charier 
without a break until May, 1730. There 
was no such office under the patent. 


The General Recorder or Secretary of 


State was from Newport aud Porls- 
nionlh without break until December, 
1797. under both patent and chiirler, a 
term of 150 years. 


Tlie Attorney or 'Solicitor Geuersl 


was more broken. Under the putent., 
John Oreeue of Warwiuk, May 19, 1657 
(o May 22, 10CO, filled the office. Thu 
rest of Ibe time it WHS held by Newport 
ami 1'ortBtnoulh. Uuder the charter 
until Oliver Arno.d of L'rovldencc was 
elected iu Way, 17C6, tlie ollicu IniU 
been held by these'towns except 2o 
years by North Itiugalown und 10 by 
Warwick, and excepting the two yesrs 
when (Jouuly Attorneys served. 


The General Treasurer wus held by 


Portsmouth eight yearn and Newport 
the rest of the lime until Feb. 15, 1872, 
and by the latter town1 without a break 
near 203 years. 


IfBuclva record as (l>'» is not con- 


viuciug lhat the UhocU Ij-nid was the 
real founder of the State, I would liko 
lo know what more is needed. Re- 
member, • from tbe setting up of the 
patent iu 1647. uulii the death of Mr. 
Williams lu IGS3 he had beeu at the 
head about two years aud eight mouths 
aud Smith oue year; all the real of tlie 
time Newport held ttie office; 


Tbe town government Is uow lu order. 
Ou the 27tn of flfth mouth, 1640, tbe 


Board of Arbitrators reported ou a form 
of town government at Providence, 
and Judge Stapled gives ua to under- 
stand tbat there was no real Town 
Couuoil or delegated authority, but 
ouly a half-way affair until after the 
charter of 1663, UK firat regular Town 
Council belug elected iu 1604.

M«a, but after trie patent waa net up 
they elected their Mrat (Juuucll In 1W7. 


Uoder tbe Rhode Colony,' Ports-

Hy this it seema Portsmouth was 20, 


Newport 25 aud Warwick 17 yeara 
ahead of Providence In the organiza- 
tion of a town government.

A theory may souuti very pretty, 


may seem very plausible, may appear 
just aud yet In actual practice work 
very unsatisfactory aud develop much 
friction. 


Judge Staples glvea us to understand 


that the Urst government at Provi- 
dence 
was a pure democracy: that 


they started out with the idea of con- 
veying uo delegated power upon any 
one. 
If this Is true .and if Mr. Will- 


iam's system of government In ou this 
system founded, theu we muat go 
further and concede that Mr, Will- 
lams held that a .mluteUr should be 
settled and provided for, aud he was to 
have bis baud ou every movement. 
In 
brief, all the delegated autuorly 


should ue glveu to one man, aud that 
iu IhltCMeto himself and lie responil- 
ble to God alone for his conduct. 


It wta hew that the parties drew the 


Hue, While all were agreed tbat lb«y 
should delegate uo power further than 
tbe time or opportunity damauded, 
they Insisted the priest come lu with 
tbe others, while Mr. Williams held he 
alone should be delegated with respon- 
sibility lo God. 
In brW, all hU gre»l 


toleration In spiritual matters Is here 
concentrated Iuto these two terse neut- 
euc«: 


I am Hlldehraiid. therefore 
rlglil, 


hence you are wrong, You must toler- 
ate tue because 1 avi right; I- cannot 
tolerate you because you are wrong. 


If a student of history will carefully 


follow Mr. Wllllams's public actions 
and decide by tlie facts presented lu 
the case, I feel convinced thtycanuot 
hit lo become of my opinion. 


To return, now, to Ibe towu govern- 


ment of Providence. It must It ad- 
mitted tue moment you dek«»t« pow- 


er lu one direction you have before you 
a precedent for delegation lu another. 
Tlie great questions lias been for ages, 
what, how aud when to delegate and 
how to control and recall tbe power 
given. The town, country, State and 
national portions of our great republic 
are lu-day solving tkls problem before 
the world. 


Tbe Providence settlement held dog- 


gedly to their resolution to try out the 
pure democratic Idea. Often it waa 
made plain to them that what was 
everybody's 
bufsluesa 
waa uobody'3 


business. Heuce fncilou eauit> often 
by each one waiting for somebody else 
to move tln-t or to eet tlie ball rolling. 
tJueb a ttate of allm'rs was a paradise 
for a mau who delighted to be lu 
hot water with hia brothers, if not over 
n splrltul question then a political one. 
So long, thereforo, as a man like Will- 
huiis could keep up such a turmoil, 
just so long hu could be lu bis element. 
Such men are heedless of the fact that 
it Is a lung lane that baa uo turn In It. 
They forget there Is a settling duy; that 
such a (lay surely cornea aud when It 
does couie he who has labored .In Hii-i 
Held of turmoil get* ueuerally routed 
uud retired in disgrace. 
Thin has bteu 


Hit fate of Korea before Mr. Wllliams's 
lime aud since his time alio, aud It 
uveitook him, sternly sweeping him 
aside forever. 


The settlers, as'I said, held doggedly 


tu their resolution but In the end they 
came to tlie same conclusion as had 
the thiee other towue. They had be- 
come satisfied that these town's were 
far more prosperous than they 
aud 


their towu adairs were Iu far better 
aud more harmonious condition. Iu 
order, therefore, lo be placid lu a simi- 
lar position, they followed the good ex- 
ample that bad beeu set them.

this conclusion' was readied, tbe days 
of Mr. Williams as a s'pirllual aud po- 
litical actor were doomed. 


iiigbt here it is to the Interest of the 


reader who Is determined to know tbe 
truth, tu not* the disordered condition 
of atlairsat Providence aud to cout'rast 
it with the orderly aflalra iu the other 
towns.

only towu of the four original oues 
that has recorded this admlsslou of 
failures/It is lu face of such damaging 
facts that my contention is backed, for 
I claim that our proud little State was 
uot a failure, but a success; that it 
started at Portsmouth and Newport, 
with Coddiugtou and his associates; 
that it Is to them and'thelr labors that 
we are indebted for all of our historic 
fame.

"Day after day ue paddled our cnnoe 


iu Ihelitlleuluughsati'Undand thiough 
the rookery, uud each day the birds 
grew tamer. The camera man waded 
aud cllmbeJ trees, cut pules and uiude 
lougs legs for his camera, until lie got 
the views he wanted of eggs and young 
birds, wliile tho mother bird* fus*;d 
mound him uud scolded at lirst, but 
bouietimts came- biCk lo their nests be- 
fore the work was Mulshed. Nature 
worked daily miracles through luesu 
young birds. One day they wereejjK- 
shtiped pouches of parchment, bill lied 
by their parents with lumps of dead 
Jish, untl in a very few hours, by pro- 
ce^ses so rapid as to be aliuudl visible, 
they had oonvertta the olluunive mass 
lino living flesh uud feuthess, aud In a 
few days evolved 
form and beauty

sighted. Quartermaster Hluner testi- 
fied that the Columbia floated from live 
to seven minutes before going down.
